ST. PETERSBURG—China’s reply to 
Russia’s semi-ultimatum,: unsatisfactory 
in practically all of its conclusions, was 
received today. The answer falls ‘so far 
short of Russia’s demands that it is re- 
ported that the war office has already 
concentrated a large force on the fron- 
tier, preparatory to seizing the Kuldja 
district of Chinese-Turkestan. 

China says that to grant Russia’s de- 
mands would give the latter a com- 
mercial monopoly in Mongolia, even to 
the exclusion of Chinese trade. 

The: third article in Russia’s note 
called for “freedom to trade and liberty 
to travel and reside for Russian sub- 
jects in Mongolia and territories behind 
-the Great Wall.” China contends that this 
is an unwarranted extension of the idea 
of freedom of trade, particularly as Rus- 
sia demands exemption from taxation for 


her people. 
No. such liberties are pfovided for in 


the treaty of 1881, according to. the 
Chinese view. 

China agrees to the establishment: of 
Russian consulates at all points men- 
tioned by Russia, except Cheng-Huassu. 
She insists, however, that article 12 of 
the treaty, providing for the withdrawal. 
of tariff exemptions whenever . trade 
warrants the establishment of a Russian | 
consulate, be adhered to. . Thig'is a 
denial of Russia's general ‘contention 
for freedom from Chinese tariffs. 

In the main China contends that on 
its part the treaty has not been vio- 
lated, and points out several alleged vio- 


lations on Russia’s part. The expulsion. 


of Chinese from the east side of the 
. Amur river and the failure to indemnify 
China for property destroyed in the Rus- 
‘g0-Japanese war are cited ag illustra- 
tions. P 

PEKING—Japanese residents here are 
directing attention to the British invest- 
ment of the disputed Yun-Nan border 
because of the proscrastinating tactics 
of the Chinese in negotiating a settle- 
ment of a long-standing dispute. This 
is regarded as significant because it 
emphasizes their observation of the 
parallel character of the present Russian 
movement against China. 

This Anglo-Chinese dispute arose from 
the failure to delimitate’properly 220 
miles of the Burmah-Yu-Nan frontier 
and the consequent ‘troubles with 
marauding tribes which Jed to the de- 
spatch of a British force under orders 
to remain until the delimitation was 
completed.

the United States. and Great Britain 
agreed that neither would ever erect 
of maintain any fortifications command- 
ing the canal or the vicinity < thereof. 
{The Hay-Pauncefote treaty ‘of “Feb. 5, 
1900, by clause 7, stipulated as follows: 

“‘No. fortifications shall- be erected 
commanding the canal or the waters 
adjacent. . The United States, however, 
shall be at liberty to maintain such 
military police along the. canal as may 
be necessary to protect it.against law- 
lessness and disorder.” + 

“Though this treaty did not get 
through the Senate,’ it is important to 
refer to it because it’ so elearly dis- 
tinguishes between fortification of the 
canal and the military policing of it 
against lawlessness and disorder. The 
former was prohibited while che latter 
was allowed. | 

“Upon the failure of this treaty, a 
new one was framed, which was sent 
to the Senate Dec. 4, 1901, and which 
was ratified by the Senate and became 
a law Dec. 16, 1901. How. does this 
treaty deal with the fortification topic? | 

“It was undoubtedly matter of care- 
fal negotiation between the parties— 
with the result that, on the one ‘hand, 
the United States made no assertion of 
a* right to fortify, and that, on the 
other hand, Great Britain gave its cop- 
sent to the maintenance of ‘such mili-~ 
tary police along the canal as may be 
necessary to proves it agntnat lawless- | 
ness and disorder.’ 

“If in this regard there had been any 
intent to go back, on the principle and 
policy of previous treaties—of the tfeaty 
of 1850 and of the draft treaty of Feb. 5, 
1900—surely the right to fortify the 
canal would have been conceded in ex- 
press terms instead of not being men- 
tioned at all. 

“The parties had in mind the case of 
the Suez canal as being a precedent to 
indeed expressly adopted 
as the basis of neutralization of the 
Panama canal the rules applicable to the 
Suez canal.under the Constantinople con- 
vention of 1888. But those rules do not 
reserve or give to the owner of the Suez 
canal any right to fortify it—any right 
to treat it as mainland or coast: line and 
as held in absolute and unqualified sov- 
ereignty, and to be defended or otherwise 
dealt with accordingly. 

“Such owner, in effect, is constituted a 
trustee of an international water. high- 
way for the use and benefit of all na- 
tions, and is thus left without any ip- 
ducement and relieved of any necessity 
to fortify the canal. _ 

“It is not too much to contend, in- 
deed it honors the United States to con- 
tend and conclude, that it meant to 
assume substantially the same fiduciary 
position as respects the Panama ¢anal, 
and by non-insistence upon anything more_ 
than the right to maintain’ militaty po- 
lice upon the canal, to assure antl satisfy 
the world that. it meant to hold and 
control the canal as a trustee in. the

When the plan of the Dominion gov- 
ernment has been completed, 59,659,776,- 
000 cubic feet of water will be stored 
within an area of 331 square miles. 

Taking the period of low water as ex- 
tending from Nov. 1 to March 10, and 
the discharge of water at the Chaudiere 
falls to average 15,000 cubic feet per 
second during this period, the utilization 
of this reserve water, when the scheme 
is carried out in its ertirety, will in- 
crease that discharge by at least 60 ‘per 
cent... | 

The dam at the foot of Kippewa lake 
and head of the Kippewa river was com- 
pleted last week at a cost of $30,000. 
This dam is about 200 feet in length, 
controls an area of 110 square miles and 
has a depth of six feet. It has a re- 
serve capacity « of 18,399, 744,000 cubic 
feet of water. 

Two other dams are in the course of 
construction. The most important from 
the standpoint of the water users at 
the Chaudiere is the one at the foot of 
Lake Temiskaming, a distance of about 
240 miles from Ottawa. The total length 
of the dam from. the shore on-the On- 
tario side of the river to that on the 
Quebec side, and across an island situ- 
ated immediately at the foot of the lake, 
is about 1000 feet. The cost was orig- 
inally estimated at $77,000, but. engineers 
of the department of public works de- 
clare that it will be much in excess of 
this figure, probably reaching $125,000.

WIRELESS NOTES 
TAKEN BY KITES 
500 FEET IN AIR 


KINGSTON, R. I.—The efficiency of 
kite “aerials” in receiving wireless com- 
munication from distant points has been 
shown by officers of the Wireless Asso- 
ciation of Rhode Island, when experi- 
ments were coyducted on a hill near 


East Providence and messages from Sias- 
conset, Boston, and a message en route 
from Brussels, Belgium, were easily in- 
tercepted and written out by the opera- 
tors. 

Two separate connections to the kites 
were thade, one by the string, which 
was of sufficient strength to hold the 
kites, and the ‘other by enameled wire, 
about 500 feet of which was used as 
the aerial. The greatest difficulty en- 
countered was in getting the box kites 
up without breaking them. 

The. ground used -in the tests was 
simply a galvanized pipe driven into 
the ground and the instruments were not 
of an expensive make. Dry batteries 
were used for the receiving of messages, 
and proved sufficient. The object of the 
experiments is to equal or exceed the 
record established with kite aerials by 
some New York amateurs when messages 
which had traveled 1500 miles were 
deciphered.

New British V ice-Consul 
Installed at Providence

RICHARD W. JENNINGS. 


PROVIDENCE, RK. -I.—Richard W. 
Jennings, a former representative from 
the city of Cranston in the Legislature, 
now congressman-elect, was installed 
Saturday evening as British vice-consul 
in this city, replacing George ‘A. Stock- 
well, resigned. 

Mr. Stockwell held the office more than 
25 years, J. Joyce Broderick, British 
consul at New York, inducted Mr. Jen- 
nings' into his new office. Outside of 
the membership of the British Club of 
Rhode Island it was. not known that 
any change was to be made in the vice- 
consulate. until after it had taken place. 

Mr. Jennings is a native of Brighton,

to the overseers, declares regarding the 
finances of the university:

In this connection he details the re- 
sult of a comparison of records of stu- 
dents made in school and later in college 
and the professional courses. He derives 


from thése that about 6 per cent of | $2 


those graduating with a- plain degree 
attair a “cum laude” degree in. the law 
school, and similar results are found in 
the other professional schools. 

Of the college “cum laude” graduates, 
about 22 per cent get honors in the law 
school; of the “magna cum laude” men 
in college, 40 per cent are honored in the 
law school; and of the “summa cum 
laude” men in college, 60 per cent are 
honored in the higher school. 

He declares also that men who fail 
to get a “cum laude” in collegt average 
several months older on entering the pro- 
fessional schools and come with more 
eonditions.. He observes in conclusion: 

“Clearly, the good scholar is usually 
a good scholar as a boy, as an under- 
graduate, and in the professional school; 
and -the loafer in. college who disstin- 
guishes himself highly in the study of his 
profession is more common in fancy than 
in fact,” — 

He reverts briefly but pointedly to the 
new football rules and says: 

“The changes have certainly not made 
the game a less interesting spectacle and 
among the Harvard players, at least, the 
injuries have been greatly reduced both 
in. number and gravity.” 

In general college work he announces 
the beginning of study under the new 
regulations with the entering class of 
1910, designed for a better planning of 
college work; requirement of juniors of 
an ability to read'‘Frenth and German; 
provision for admission to Harvard from 
other than professed fitting schocls; and 
the establishment Of a degree of; associ- 
ate in arts for non-resident students in 
the university. extension work. 


Discussing the new regulations as to} 


choice of. electives he writes: “It is 
essential that the undergraduates. should 
reflect seriously upon the relation of 
their different courses to one another, 
and upon the bearing of the work of 
one year on that of the next,” and he 
advises conferences with instructors rel- 
ative to this subjett. 

There has been formed, he says, a 
permanent ‘commission on ‘extension 
courses containing representatives of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
of Boston, Tufts, Wellesley and Sim- 
mons colleges and of the Museum of 
Fine Arts.

It is in fact the com- 
plete ignorance on the part of most 
writers for the theater that obliges the 
author of this book to utter what may 
appear at times to be most obvious 
truisms. A play, he tells us, ‘s now go- 
ing the round of.the theaters in manu- 
script, in which a highly trained elephant 
plays an important part. Much time 
and heart-burmng, indeed, might be 
saved by a very casual reading of this 
little book. 

The writer has divided his book into 
a number of paragraphs of varying 
lengths headed by the subject which he 
is about to describe. Under the section 
called “plot,” the author advises sim- 
plicity of construction, saying a distin- 
guished critic had once old him that 
unless a dramatist could write out a suf-

THE GRAIN MARKET. 

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Inc., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following from their Chicago corre- 
spondent: 

Wheat—Trading was in unimportant 
volume during the day, with an absence 
of aggressiveness on both sides. The 
beneficial moisture reported in the winter 
wheat belt since Saturday proved an 
amply offsetting feature to news of a 
more bullish character than has recently 
come to hand. Private advices indicated 
that precipitation ranged from three to 
10 inches in many parts of this country, 
with this morning’s map showing a 
continuation of unsettléd weather, al- 
though indications favored clearing con- 
ditions, accompanied by low tempera- 
tures. Although Liverpool advices were 
somewhat below expectations, news from 
abroad’ was rather mixed. 

World’s wheat exports were not as 
large as anticipated, with Russia, Aus- 
tralia and the Danube showing quite a 
sharp falling off as compared with last 
week and with last. year.. Indian crop 
adxices were of a bullish tenor. 

Corn—The favorable weather for wheat 
is distinctly unfavorable for the move-} 
ment of corn and is expected to result in 
smaller receipts in the near future. The 
fact that large shorta seem inclined to 
cover just below current levels has led to 
a conservative position,on the part of 
smaller bears, but, on the other hand, 
the heaviness ‘in wheat is discouraging 
to holders. A fair export business is 
thought to be doing with fair demand, 
but the large country supplies are not 
forgotten. 

Oats—The market continues to be 
largely governed by fluctuations in 
wheat and corn, but sentiment seems to 
lean toward the bear side. Recently, how- 


ment has been checked by unfavorable 
weather and cont demand is a trifle bet- 
ter.

“The convertible bond, as is generally 
known, will reflect quicker than almost 
any other class of bond the fluctuations 
of stock into which it is convertible. 
Nevertheless, comparison of present 
prices of 10 best-known convertibles 
with prices late in “July, 1910, when 
stock averages were at their lowest 
points for the year, shows that advances 
in market quotations of the bonds have 
been. disproportionately small when 
placed alongside the rise in the stock 
issues. .. 

The bende entering into the compila- 
tion, five railroad and five miscellaneous, 
include those most actively traded in. 
Convertible issues of such remarkable 
earners as Southern Pacific and Atehi- 
son were selling in July at a basis to 
indicate a wide spread between the con- 
version ratio and actual quotations, 
amounting to 16% points for Southern 
Pacific 4s and 14% points for Atchison 
5s.

Palissy at the Tuileries 


The word Tuileries, the name of the 
former royal residence in Paris, de- 
stroyed by the vandalism of the Com- 
mune in 1871, is from two words mean- 
ing tile kilns. The site was noted as 
early as 1274 for the tile yards here. 
The quay des Tuileries is said to have 
existed at a very early period, In ex- 
cavations here in 1865 the furnaces of 
Bernard .Palissy, the inventor of modern 
enameled pottery (1510-1589), were dis- 
covered. He was established here 
under ‘the protection -ef Queen Cath- 
arine, and worked on grottoes and other 
ornaments for the Tuileries gardens.

The alternative, of course, is an extraordinary session of the 
Sixty-Second Congress. There are many reasons why this is not 
desirable on either political or business grounds. Despite any 
restrictions the President in his call might attempt to put upon an 
extra session, it would be likely to go to the hmit of its |legal 
authority. <A’ call confining it to consideration of the reciprocity 
agreement would hardly effect its purpose. The Democratic majority 


in the House would feel at liberty to take up the entire tariff, 


question. Already it is predicted that in the event of an extra session 
the House Democrats would undertake to revise two or three 
schedules of the Payne-Aldrich law, including probably the wool 
schedule, and then tack the reciprocity agreement to these as a rider. 
The prediction is made that the President’ would refuse to sign a 
measure of this character. Should he do so the extra session would 
have been worse than useless, for without accomplishing anything 
itself, it would have opened the way for a renewal of tariff agitation 
throughout the country and of tariff legislation in the next Congress. 

The Democrats do not court these possibilities; the Republicans 
are not seeking to develop them. Most assuredly they would ‘be 
unwelcome to the administration. A tariff fight might easily result 
in the disabling of the Democratic House for the carrying out of 
any considerable part of its general program. On the other hand, 
it might easily result in widening the breach between the stand- 
patters and the progressives in the Republican party. On his own 
side of the field, Mr. Taft would be charged with the responsibility 
of precipitating the issue by insistence upon this reciprocity agree- 
ment, and the Republican factions would naturally be on the lookout 
for a standard bearer around whom they might all rally. 

So much for the political phase of the situation. The business 
phase of it is even more serious. It has often been said, and always 
with truth, that tinkering the tariff causes greater and more costly 
disturbance to business ‘than would a positive and radical and prompt 
revision downward of the schedules. What business men in general 
want, in relation to the tariff and to other things likely to affect 
trade, is a fair measure of certainty as to what will happen tomorrow, 
- next month, next year. Something like positive knowledge of the 

policy to be pursued in relation to the tariff enables them to adjust 
their affairs. It is uncertainty that disturbs business and destroys 
confidence. If the Democrats are seeking to win favor with the 
business interests of the country they will hasten to give all possible 
assurances against tariff tinkering. 

Everything considered it will be well if the reciprocity matter 
shall be disposed of before adjournment of the present session. ‘The 
Democrats by voting for the approval of the agreement will right- 
fully feel that they have met, in large part, the expectations of their 
‘supporters. They will not be so eager to make a record on the 
tariff question proper. On the other hand, the Republicans will be 
glad to let the tariff rest. Two or three years of respite from tariff 


agitation will be helpful to every interest in the country. ‘By that - 


time reciprocity will have found itself, and the friends of fair trade 
will be better prepared to take the next step. , |

WirTH the opening in Boston today of the 
second national exhibition of. aerial craft, 
another opportunity is affordéd to compare at 
close range the various contrivances for nav- 
igating the atmosphere and to note progress 
made. in, their construction, since the aviation 
meetings in the Fast last fall. Persons to 
whom the flymg machine is still a thing of 
mystery can gain : fairly comprehensive 
knowledge of its intricacies by attending this 
show and there establishing to their own satisfaction the points of 
differentiation between the monoplane, the biplane and the triplane. 
The presence of several impotted machines tends to lend the exhibi- 
tion an international character, and New Englanders will find it 
profitable to study the manifold types and learn wherein American 
or European fliers excel. 

_ Qhne significant feature of& the exhibition is the entire absence 
of the gas balloon. It indicates that thought in America, too, is 
turning toward methods of perfecting the aeroplane instead of 
dwelling too much upon the possibilities of the dirigible. Along 
the line of aviation, seemingly, lies most hope of rapidly advancing 
flight. France, appreciative of that fact, has not hesitated to expend 
millions on heavier-than-air craft in the last year, and has succeeded 
in obtaining three aeronautical engines that are fairly reliable for 
a distance of 150 miles. England has two such engines, but so far 

‘ America has, none which so thoroughly meets the requirements. 
Moreover, France already owns a fleet of thirty-two aeroplanes, and 
has plenty of -qualifed military airmen, while there are. hundreds 
of flying machines there that the government could use if, nec- 

. essary Great Britain and Germany are copying France in making 
air craft supplementary to their military equipment, but: the United 
States owns only one aeroplane, and not six men’in the American 
army, it is claimed, are capable of operating such a machine. | 
In fact, so little active interest has the United States govern- 
ment displayed until recently in the advancement ‘of aviation that 
practically all credit for the progress of that art in America belongs 
to individual enthusiasts.

these that the total exports of butter from 
Canada to Great Britain in 1909 were 5,353,- | 
770 pounds. Ten years ago New York state 

alone was producing 70,000,000 pounds. The aggregate production 
of the United. States at that time was more than a billion pounds. 
Reliable statistics of a-later date are unobtainable now, but it is 
shown that in'1900, when the United States imported from Canada 
less than 100,000 pounds of butter, Canada imported from this 
country 473,805 pounds. ’ 

At present Canada imposes a four-cent-per-pound duty upon 
imported butter. With this removed the market will simply be 
widened for American farmers. If there is any ground for com- 
plaint it is on the Canadian side. Likewise as to eggs. In_1900 
Canada exported about 552,000 dozen, 52,200 dozen of these coming 
to this country. Canada’s imports of eggs for the same time 
aggregated 1,136,120; or twice as many as she exported. The present 
Canadian duty on eggs/is 3 cents a dozen. The removal of this duty 
should, if anything, increase the American export of eggs to Canada 
rather than the Canadian export of eggs to the United States. 

These figures are fairly illustrative of the nonsense that is 
talked by enemies of reciprocity. The truth is, the difference that 
reciprocity will make in the movement of products either way will 
hardly be observable.| It will hurt neither the Canadian nor the 
American farmer. By giving a fairer, freer swing to trade—by 
opening up the two countries to the peoples of the two countries— 
reciprocity will benefit all. | f

an early day. It will ask an appropriation : : 
for land and _ buildings of $1,000,000 Education 
annually for ten years, and beyond that 
period for $200,000 annually, with $100,000 itt 
added to each succeeding year’s allowance ~~ 
until a permanent annual’ appropriation of $1,000,000 shall ‘be 
reached. In order that this university; may have a distinctively 
public function, it is provided in the measure referred to that 
vocational and general forms of education within its walls shall be 
directed with a view to the service of the people. Especial care is 
to be taken ‘to discover and to train those who exhibit peculiar 
fitness for public duties. This goes beyond the mere matter of 
training men for clerkships, or for the holding of offices. It aims 
tc teach students the arts of expression] the productive arts and 
crafts, proficiency with respect to textile. imdustries, trade, commerce, 
transportation, home economics. 

It does not stop here, but provides| that the university shall 
furnish courses in lines of study which| the present taste of the 
country prefers to have carried’on under private or special auspices. 
It plans for the restoration of the ““George| Washington foundation,” 
for fellowships, for branches. It seeks} a charter of such wide 
scope that. under prosperous conditions |it might reach out into 
the general educational field, dictate to it, and, in fact, dominate 
it. Qne of its provisions has in view the grartting of such encourage- 
ment and assistance as may be feasible] toward simplifying’and - 
coordinating the.American school system,| “so that- opportunity for 
primary, secondary and collegiate education, combining general and 
vocational training, may be open to every|individual in the United 
States.”
